4. The art of record does not teach "associating the UUID of the second process with the 
process entry for the second process in the process table; configuring the second process to 
respond to a global synchronization event by releasing resources, reporting status, and 
performing a controlled shutdown when taken in the context of the claim as a whole. 

5. Nor were references uncovered that would have provided a basis of evidence for 
asserting a motivation that one of ordinary skill level in the art at the time the invention was 
made, knowing of a method for creating and communicating with computer processes in this 
specific environment, would have integrated or modified to teach the method for creating and 
communicating with computer processes including the features as recited in the context of 
independent claims 1 and 21. 

6. Dependent claims are allowed as they depend upon allowable independent claim.
